“Cholera in ite epidemic, If not {ts most 
vi-nlent form, has apperrcd this week both in 
Canton city and on the Honam side. Asta the 
past, the outbreak has occurred In the filtblest 
part ofthe slums, The missionaries claim that 
it appeared on Tucsday last, but the natives say 
it- was’ evident on Monday. Oo Wednesday 
there weretmany deaths (over forty), and to-day 
(Thursday) a larger number fs expected. The 
news coming on top of the Plague, which fs still 
raglog with deadly effect, has thrown quite a 
gloom over the community.” : 

There fs still bope that it fs the endemic and 
not epidemic form of the diseaze; bat at the 
same time there shoold be no delay in preparing 
for the worst, Luck!ly for Hongkong, the 
watning has reached us in'time, Past expe- 
rence in Canton stows that one or two weeks 
elapse before the mately assumes dangerous 
proportions, and {tls urually a few days after- 
wards that patients begin to come down the siver 
to.
